Elba City Council handles one touchy Subject

The Elba City Council handled 
one touchy subject Monday evening 
and answered the call as one voice. 

A rezoning question which has 
upset a number of those involved on 
either side of the issue was presented 
to the council for a decision. 

A room full of emotional ob- 
jeclors were more than Roland and 
Patsy Powell could overcome. The 
council denied their application to 
rezone some property for them at the 
intersection of Tucker Street and 
Martin Luther King Drive, 

They had requested the property 
be rezoned from R-3 to R-4. Mr. 
Powell had previously told both the 
zoning board and the zoning board 
of adjustments that he wanted to 
place four mobile homes on the 
property. 

Monday night Powell told the city 
council and the protesters that he had 
already placed three of the $20,000 
homes he had purchased. He said he 
was only asking for the rezoning 
now in case he later had a request 
from someone to place a mobile 
home on the property. 

The objections were basically the 
same as were expressed at the Oc- 
tober 13th meeting of the zoning 
board. 

Area residents didn’t want any 


more rental units in the neighbor- 
hood; didn’t want any more trailers 
in the area; complained about the 
noise already in the area, etc. 


Powcll pointed out to those 


present that the property was already 
zoned R-3, which would allow him 
to build as many apartment units 
there as he wanted to build. 


At press time Tuesday night 
it was learned that the Elba 
city council would hold a 
special meeting at 7 a.m. 
Thursday to further study 
this law enforcement funding 
requirement. 


Debate arose over what did and 
what did not constitute a mobile 
home park; would the mobile homes 
be grandfathered in if a major city- 
wide rezoning re-classified the prop- 
erly; can I put trailers on my prop- 
erly across the street if you let him 
(Powell); etc. 

As the comments ended, city 
council member Gladys Yelverton 
said, “We can do for Elba what the 
flood couldn’t do (destroy it). I think 
we should leave it along until we get 
the new zoning guidelines. We need 


_ to stop making everybody angry.” 


Yelverton later made a motion 
that the property remain R-3. This 


was seconded by council member 
Bill Brunson. Council member Earl 
McCollough abstained because of 
family. ties but all five other officials 
approved the motion not to rezone 
the property. 

The council immediately heard a 
report from Chuck Robinson with a 
proposal to rewrite and updite the 
Elba zoning ordinances. 

No action was taken, however 
Mayor Ricky Haywood _ rec- 
ommended the council explore meth- 
ods of paying the $15,000 to 
$20,000 cost of the work before vot- 
ing to proceed. 

One more item of business dealt 
with the zoning board. Beverely Tin- 
dol had been appointed to a five year 
term, however she recently notified 
city officials she didn’t know she 
was going to be appointed and didn’t 
feel she could serve. Haywood asked 
council members to be ready with 
other recommendations at a later 
mecting. 

Personal attorney bills for Hay- 
wood were tabled at a recent meet- 
ing and he asked the council to take 
the matter from the table. However it 
was pointed out to him that the min- 
utes reflected the matter was tabled 
until November Ist. No further ac- 
tion was taken on this item. these 
were bills relating to the wrongful 
firing lawsuits settled earlier.

Council votes to borrow $15,000.00

A special called meeting of the 
Elba City Council was held Wednes- 
day, October 19th. John W. Sharp- 
less and Bill Brunson were absent. 

Mayer Ricky Haywood told the 
council members they had to make a 
$15,000 payment Friday (October 
21st) on the James Simmons wrong- 
ful firing lawsuit settlement. He not- 
ed that if this payment wasn’t made 
on time, the entire balance would be- 
come due and payable. 

City Clerk Henry Clark addressed 
the council with the financial needs 
for the balance of 1994. He said they 
would need to borrow $149,976.02 
to pay obligations through December 
31st. 

This included the $15,000 the 
21st, and one more payment on De- 
cember Sth to Simmons, one pay- 
ment of $15,000 in the Ricky Mularz 
settlement, $18,601.02 in overdue at- 
torney bills and a bond payment of 


$86,375 due December Ist. 

Clark said he and the bookkeeper 
felt they could manage the lawsuit 
setuements due in 1995, 

The council, on motion by mem- 
ber Gladys Yelverton, agreed to bor- 
row the $15,000 needed Friday, “if 
no other money are available to 
make the payment.” 

Mrs. Yelverton noted she really 
didn’t want to approve that bor- 
rowing, but “don’t guess we have a 
choice.” She explained her desire to 
have all council members present be- 
fore approving the additional bor- 
rowing. 

Clark had told the council he was 
expecting a $53,000 check from 
FEMA and a $20 to $25 thousand 
check from the State of Alabama but 
neither had arrived, 

Funds did arrive before Friday 
and Clark later told council members 
he didn’t have to borrow the 
$15,000. 

Haywood released a resolution 
establishing a Budget & Finance

committee. Council members Brad 
Wilson, Bill Brunson and Earl 
McCollough are assigned to this 
committee. 

Their duties will include monthly 
budget assessments with written and 
oral monthly reports to the council, 
studies and proposals for increased 
revenue and more efficient spending 
and designation of one member to 
work closely with the city clerk to 
accomplish day to day activities in a 
fashion expedient and beneficial to 
normal operations. 
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son W. Stokes were again discussed. 
City Attorney Mark Vaughan was 
asked to get the bills and advise the 
council at the next meeting, Vau- 
ghan agreed but laughed and said he 
felt all attorneys in Elba should be 
paid (Vaughan has several thousand 
dollars of fees for city services per- 
formed he is awaiting payment for). 

Police Chief Jack Parker reported 
the department answered 15 com- 
plaints during the past two weeks, 
This included four burglaries, seven 
traffic citations and nine criminal ar- 
rest. 

Parker said the traffic citations 
were down because department 
equipment was out of service while 
being converted from one patrol car 
to another. 

There were six automobile ac- 
cidents and no personal injuries. The 
animal control officer picked up 15 
dogs and one was returned to the 
owner. 

Parker read to the council from 
guidelines dealing with drug for- 
feiture cases, He noted federal regu- 
lations which supported the position 
of the city in not transferring, to the 
12th Judicial Circuit Drug Task 
Force, the funds recently received 
from the Drug Enforcement Agency 
by the City of Elba. 

The Chief also noted the cily was 
required to keep local funding for 
law enforcement at the level it was 
before receiving the drug money. 
They are not allowed to reduce the 
local funding and use the drug funds 
{@ Operate the department. He said 


‘ie council should look closely at 


this, due to recent budget adjust- 
ments. 

Parker also read to the council 
from Rules of Alabama Supreme 
Court dealing with the District At- 
tomey prosecuting Elba cases in Dis- 
trict Court.

Discussion in county commission 
meeting centers around garbage

The recent bi-monthly meetings 
of the Coffee County Commission 
are beginning to fall within a reason- 
able time frame from start to finish. 

However, Monday’s meeting 
came close to becoming lengthy 
when the agenda addressed trash. 

A New Hope resident, Mrs. Mil- 
dred Carter, told commissionerS 
“People like me don’t have a lot of 
garbage! We don’t need to pay $9 a 
south for something we don’t really 
need.” 

Mrs. Carter stated that she did not 
generate very much garbage during 
the month and certainly not enough 
for weekly pick-up. 

She told commissioners that she 
had always carried her garbage to 
the landfill (the old landfill) and 
would like to continue doing so. 

In presenting her case to the com- 
missioners, Mrs. Carter also in- 
formed them that she has had numer- 
ous phone calls from other people 
expressing their displeasure with the 
garbage fees and mandatory garbage 
collection. 

She referred to a recent “letter to 
the editor” that she had written to, 
and was printed in, a local newspa- 


per. 
“The cost places a hardship on 
elderly folks living on a fixed in- 
come, We don’t need these kind of 
rules put on us!” said Carter. 

She, at one point during her pres- 
entation, told commissioners that she 
was told by the enforcement officer 
that she could lose her house if she 
did not pay the garbage collection 
fee. 


The county’s enforcement officer 
was not present at Monday’s com- 
mission meeting. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel attempted to explain to Mrs. 
Carter that the commission had tried 
- in relation to solid waste disposal - 
to “do what was best for all of Cof- 
fee County.” 

Both commissioners Bernest 
Brooks and Bill Faulk asked Mrs. 
Carter if she had applied for an ex- 
empuon or a rate adjustment with 
the Coffee County Health Depart- 
ment. 

The health department is the local 
agency responsible for the enforce- 
ment of the laws concerning manda- 
tory disposal of solid waste, 

Mrs, Carter stated that she didn’t

The Bottom Line is the Customer 

What would you say if I told ou 
that you might be indirectly subsi 
dizing some of the richest 
nies in the world? 

It's true. I speak from experi 
ence; my son, Butch, and I 
Whitman Drug Company here in 
Elba. In the past, you brought your 
prescription to us or to your pharma- 
cy of choice and he or she filled it. 
You paid for it and off you went. 

Then the insurance companies 
got involved. If you think about it, 
you can remember when this hap 
pened--at about the same time drug 
prices started to escalate. Nothing is 
worse for supply and demand pric- 
ing of goods than having a third par- 
ty pay the bill. 

! don’t know why prescription 
drugs are so high. I read the same 
things you do about drug companies 
selling them in other countries for a 
fraction of what they charge Ameri- 
can drug stores. We all have read 
how the companies practically give 
medication to hospitals, 

What you don’t hear about is the 
retail drug stores. They pay the high- 
est price of all and make the least 
profit. The fact is, the price of medi- 
cation has been on a constant rise 
over the past several years, while re- 
tail drug stores’ profit has been de- 
creasing. Now it has become absurd. 

New contracts from insurance 
companies have set the reimburse- 
ment below drug store cost. If you 
have insurance the covers prescrip- 
tions, with very few exceptions, we 
no longer set the price for your med- 
ication. The insurance company tells 
us if we can fill it and what to charge 
you. It is a sad day for free enter- 
prise when pharmacists or other 
business persons can not, by law, get 
together to make decisions as to their 
choice of plans or payment. Insu- 
rance companies can. Don’t you find 
this ironic? 

Why would a drug store fill a pre- 
scription and not make a profit? I 
ask myself that same question. I 
think all of this happened slowly, 
and when the drug stores realized the 
direction things were headed they

" just stuck it out, hoping it would get 


better. But it hasn’t. It just seems to 
get worse. 

It hit me last year when Butch 
handed me the new federal employ- 
ees prescription contract. We had 
many federal employees who had al-

These customers. I 
didn’t want them to have to go 
omewhere else, but the only way 
we could fill their prescription and 
take the loss was to increase the 
pric ¢ to our cash-paying customers, 
and that’s just not right. We dropped 
the federal employee insurance plan 

The next major blow to the retail 
drug industry came this past summer 
with the new Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
point-of-sale card. This concerned, 
our “80-20 customers” (those who 
pay cash and then submit receipts to 
the insurance company to receive 
80% back). The customer till has to 
do the same thing, but now we also 
have to send each prescription over 
the phone via computer and Blue 
Cross tells us if the drug is covered 
and what to charge the customer, 

Blue Cross/Blue Shield discounts 
the price 10% and reduces the dis- 
pensing fee, so now the customer 
pays 20%. Blue Cross pays 70% and 
your drug store pays 10%. This is a 
litle scary to us in the light of the 
fact that the average net profit for 
Alabama retail drug stores last year 
was less than 3.5%. 

The bottom line is, why should 
you care? Maybe because you, the 
consumer, are the bottom line. Any- 
thing that happens up the line affects 
you. In order for a drug store to stay 
in business, it must make a profit. 
What happens when the insurance 
companies dictate 70 to 80% of busi- 
ness at or below cost? The cash- 
paying customer will indirectly be 
subsidizing the richest companies in 
the world - the insurance companies. 
Ironic, isn’t it? 

What about you who have insu- 
rance? Why should you care? Be- 
cause the only way a drug store can 
fight this is to refuse to accept the in- 
surance plans. What good is an insu- 
rance plan if nobody will fill the pre- 
scription? Those who accept the plan 
will be filling it for no profit. — 

Typically, when profit is re- 
moved, service suffers. Services like 
charge accounts, free delivery and 
consultation, long distance calls to 
doctors and charging medicine on 
credit cards are a few things that 

may be discontinued. : 

And what about the wait? Every

ELBA TIGERS FALL TO 1-6 WITH DISAPPOINTING LOSS 


Just when you thought it couldn’t get any worse, the Elba 1 igers played 
perhaps their worst half of the season Friday night against Luverne and 
went in at the half trailing 14-0 in a game that was nowhere near as close 
as the score. And, just when you were almost convinced the players didn’t 
really care if play was resumed or not following a long rain delay, the Ti- 
gers came out inspired and totally dominated Luverne in the second half, 
only to fall short in a heartbreaking 14-12 loss that denied Elba the Area 4 
championship, Would the “real” Elba Tigers please stand up! 

The game Friday night was really two games in one, as Luverne was 
fired up at the start and totally dominated Elba on both sides of the foot 
ball, while Elba took the momentum in the second half and dominated 
play, as Luverne scemed content to watch Elba pull out the win and claim 
yet another area title. 

In the first half Luverne rolled up 197 yards in total offense and could 
have easily been ahead 28-0. Luverne drove deep into Elba territory on its 
first possession, only to stop itself with a penalty, then scored on its sec- 
ond possession after a faked punt resulted in a 40-yard gain. Luverne lost 
a fumble at the Elba 1-yardline on its third series of the half, while on the 
final series Luverne again scored to take a 14-0 lead. While Luverne's of- 
fense was doing wind-sprints up and down the field, Elba’s offense was 
non-existent as it struggled for only 37 yards in total offense and never 
even reached its own 40-yardline, The Tiger defense had only little better 
luck and missed tackles on every play that helped Luverne take total com- 
mand of the game. 

Luverne’s players were jubilant and were jumping up and down when 
they returned to the field after a one-hour halftime delay, while Elba’s 
players barely broke a trot leaving the dressing room and seemed to care 
less about playing the final two quarters. A big hit by Elba’s Sterling 
Jones on the second half kickoff seemed to awaken the Tigers; however, 
and the Elba offense also came to life as it drove 68 yards on its initial 
possession of the half to get on the scoreboard. One series later the Tigers 
were back in the endzone, and after cutting the deficit to 14-12, many Lu- 
verne players seemed dazed and afraid that Elba would pull out the win. 
Elba got the ball back with over five minutes left on the clock and moved 
across midfield, only to lose big yardage on a fumble, and then gambled 
by punting the ball back to Luverne with two minutes left in the game. 
The gamble may have paid off, except for a face-mask penalty that helped 
Luverne turn what would have been a third down and 18 into a second 
down and three, and allowed Luverne to run out the clock, 

In the second half Elba’s offense was still out of sync, but managed 104 
yards and two touchdowns, while at the same time holding Luverne to 
only 37 total yards. It was a complete reversal of what had happened in 
the first half and gave Elba fans hope, in spite of the fact the loss cost the 
Tigers the area title and dropped their record to 1-6. 

Elba’s offense was never able to get anything at all going on the ground 
and one has to wonder whether it was caused by a breakdown in the of- 
fensive line, or the fact the Tigers’ offense has become easy to predict. 
The Elba backs were outnumbered every time they ran wide, and when 
the plays stayed inside, short gains were always the result. The passing at- 
tack did click for two TD’s and was somewhat impressive, but the weath- 
er prevented a wide-open attack, and with the running game grounded, the 
two touchdowns scored in the second half were probably more than Elba 
fans could have asked for. 3 

The defense missed more tackles than it made in the first half and barely 
even slowed Luverne down. The Tiger defenders were in the right place at 
the right time, but couldn’t make the tackles and Luverne ran wild. In the 
second half Elba began to pick up the intensity on defense and made some 
real big plays, but it proved to be too late to help pull out the win. If the 
defense had played with the same level of intensity the first half a win 
would have been assured, but the first half hole proved too deep to climb 
out of, 

One area that has haunted Elba all season long was back again Friday 
night as the Elba kicking game, or lack of a kicking game, may have cost 
the Tigers a chance at winning, or at least forcing overtime. Elba lost to 
Charles Henderson when a ficld-goal attempt was blocked, lost to Opp 
when a field-goal attempt sailed wide and Friday night had an extra-point 
try blocked. Elba has used three different kickers during the season and all 
three have shared in the suffering. The kicking game is a vital part of win- 
ning in football, at any level of play, and the lack of a kicking game can 


Summing up the latest Elba loss .... it was a loss that left many with a 
split sense of disappointment and encouragement. The loss and play of the 
team in the first half were major disappointments, while the play of Elba 
in the second half was encouraging and gave fans hope that maybe Elba 
can play all four quarters like it played it the second half.

We didn’t even take a thunderstorm as a potential life ending threat. Ironically, 
we accepted the summer showers as a reward for our endless playtime and dripping 
sweat. 

One would have to be about six to really appreciate “the Park”’. Either that or you 
must be playful in spirit, but more importantly young at heart, 

One could never spend too much time at “the Park" and the sun always went 
down too early in the west. The bleachers were only occupied on occasion, yet eve- 
ryone did their best. ; 

We never really completed the games, not even until this day. But in my mind 
and in my dreams sometimes the games are still being played. fever 

Many have played as a part of “the Park's” baseball club, players tend to join af- 
ter they are old enough to pick up the bat and run around the bases. Many have 
aged, some have passed away, but I can still see their angelic young faces. 

As I think about the days that ended and the games that were played, I get a feel- 
ing deep within myself. A feeling of returning to play those games, but in spirit | 
never left. 

Those days have ended, the sweat has dried and the wounds I suffered have been 
healed. But often when the sun is at its meridian height I recall how it was to play at 
noon on the field. 

For few the park is taken for granted, but for the majority, like myself, it was a 
spark. One day | hope to recruit my own kids to play and experience baseball at “the 
Park”. 

Oh, “how good and how pleasant it is” that God blesses us with moments, land- 
marks, and memories like this from when we were young and small. But due to un- 
timely adolescent amnesia we can’t remember them all. ; 

Nonetheless, I take it as a luxury that some of the moments are lost forever in 
lime. For what one can reminisce upon stands brilliantly stagnant in the mind. 

I think it Would be nice to visit a Yankee or Wrigley, even Fenway would be 
merry, but I would trade none of these for the summer games at “the Park” in Mu)- 
berry.
